The House had already done so, 
331 to 83, far more than the re­ 
quired two-thirds majority. 
This left up to the Senate the de­ 
cision whether Mr. Truman would 
suffer his first smashing defeat at 
the hands of the Republican con­ 
trolled Congress or score a victory 
of major proportions. 
His backers found no outward 
sign 
that

Tobey, who was absent on the May 
13 vote, was regarded by Republi­ 
can backers of the bill as an un­ 
certain quantity. 
Senator Sparkman (D-Ala), who 
headed the Democratic Congression­ 
al campaign last year, announced 
that he was switching to support 
the President.

Senator* Sleeps at Desks 
Senators Morse, Pepper and Tay­ 
lor showed every intention of keep­ 
ing the Senate tied up as long as 
they could hold out. Their conten­ 
tion was that the country ought to 
have time to transmit to the sena­ 
tors its reaction to the veto message 
and the radio speech. 
Republican leaders met this chal­ 
lenge by demanding that the Senate 
remain in session until it reached 
a vote. Weary .senators yawned and 
slept at their desks as Taylor, a 
former tent show performer talked 
on and on after a start at 6:30 p. rn.

Mr 
Truman denounced the Taft-Hartley 
measure as "deliberately designed 
to weaken labor unions.”

Denies Charges 
Taft said it was "astonishing to 
find the President objecting to the 
section which prevents communists 
from being officers of labor unions.” 
He said it “is not so” that an em­ 
ployer can discharge a man on the 
pretext of a slight infraction of 
rules, "even though his real motive 
is to discriminate against the em­ 
ploye for union activities." 
"The President says the law will 
expose unions to suits for acts of 
violence, wildcat strikes and other 
actions, none of which were author­ 
ized or ratified by them," Taft con­ 
tinued. adding:

Breaking Them In 
Well, folks, here it Is. 
For years I have been drumming 
away at the point th a t you can spoil 
the engine of a new car by poky 
driving. I have consistently advo­ 
cated up-and-down driving as a 
means of "bedding down" the new 
engine. Now some of the factory 
engineers are recommending some 
ideas th at may sound to the con­ 
servatives like high treason. Up to 
200 miles the owner Is urged to warm 
up the engine and then hit 35 on 
the open road. Every half mile speed 
should be increased to 45 for a brief 
period. Then the driver should lift j 
his foot from the accelerator and 
let the car drift back to 35 again. 
At 200 miles the breaking in can be 
between 40 and 50. and at 500 tb 1.000 
miles it can be between 45 and 55 
where laws and traffic conditions 
perm it. But—and this is highly im­ 
portant—drivers 
m ust 
not 
drive 
steadily at full throttle. Consistently 
slow driving Is also frowned upon. 
Flock of New Things 
While the car makers are busy 
with production 
and 
introducing 
new body models those who attend 
to the m otorist's collateral needs 
are havinc something of a picnic, ; 
More new things have come to my 
attention this week than for many 
m onths past. Among these I might 
mention a large red reflector which 
serves to mark the car's presence at 
night if It Is stranded. Another is 
a rear view extension type mirror 
with an edge of reflecting glass. You 
have probably seen the fire extin­ 
guisher th at serves also as a tire in­ 
flator. but perhaps there’s news in 
the cigarette dispenser which gives 
you a lighted smoke from a self- 
contained humidor merely by pull­ 
ing out a small drawer under the 
Instrum ent panel. T here’s also a new 
paint for older cars which you Just 
rub on, and the newest wax comes 
in various hues. 
Mechanic Joe Speaking: 
"Those of you who are out to find 
the cause of overheating should re­ 
member the rule about taking a 
sample of the oil while the engine 
is running. Let the engine run at an 
equivalent car speed of 25 miles per 
hour and then withdraw the dip 
stick. 
"If the oil has a brownish appear­ 
ance and a frothy consistency the 
Indications are th a t there is water 
in it. A double check Is to drain off 
the oil. If there is w ater In the case 
It will come out first. You’ll then 
know th a t there is a leaking head 
gasket or perhaps a crack in one of 
the cylinders.” 
Varieties in Steering 
All steering gears may seem to be 
the same but the tru th is th at on 
American passenger cars there are 
six different kinds. Most common 


American car needs only 3 Mi turns 
for a full swing whereas the same 
situation exists in the steering of 
one of the lightest cars. 
Just A Sample 
Loose engine m ounts may seem 
to be nothing to worry a.bout yet 
here are some of the troubles for 
which they m ay be directly respon­ 
sible:

More on Starter Switches 
My mention of the im portance of 
checking the starter switch when an 
engine is reluctant to crank has i 
brought forth several stories of act­ 
ual instances of such trouble. A read­ 
er tells me of a term inaj cable that 
was found touching the switch case. 
A bent plunger was the difficulty, as 
another reader relates it. Most in­ 
teresting of the comments is a note j 
from a friend who handles my copy 
in a Pennsylvania newspaper. Some 
years ago he owned a car th a t was 
hard to start, the case being diag­ 
nosed as starter switch trouble. Tile 
mechanic determ ined this by open­ 
ing up the hood and holding his 
hand on the switch while the owner 
stepped on the starter pedal. There 
was so much resistance the switch 
got quite warm when current was 
passing. This was robbing the starter 
and preventing it from cranking the 


engine fast enough for good com- I 
pression. 
Niagara of Wasted Gas 
Next time the gas tank spills over ' 
when a filling station attendant is 
thinking of his best girl just rem ind ; 
yourself that this sort of loss occurs j 
one hundred million tim es a, year. 
One In every ten fills at the gas 
pum p Is a spill. The waste Is stag­ 
gering yet unim portant by com­ 
parison with the danger involved In 
having gasoline fumes around where 
someone may be smoking. 
Spillage can be cheeked by use of 
alarm s In the filler pipe or by spe­ 
cially designed tanks which provide 
better 
venting 
as fuel 
is 
being 
pumped in. If your car's tank Isn t 
modernized urge greater care In fill­ 
ing. You should know from the odo­ 
m eter’s reading just about how much 


gas the I a ik requires at any time 
What’s Your C ar Trouble?

I am puzzled by the fact that 
my car slips out of high gear when 
the engine is cold. Doesn’t seem to 
do it when the engine Is warmed up.
